I heg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  Decomher,  1961, 

The  number  of  coastv/ise  ships  using  the  Port  during 
tho  year  has  decreased  by  99  v/ith  a drop  in  tonnage  of 
approxim..  tely  7>000  tons. 

Thv^re  hc.ve  been  four  more  ships  from  foreign  ports 
visiting  the  Port  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  although 
the  tonnage  has  decreased  by  1,700  tons. 

The  inspections  carried  out  have  not  revealed  any 
serious  defects,  whilst  no  rats  were  found  on  any  vessel.
